Please amend claims 1 and 25 as follows: 


A stent inNjie form of a thin-walled, multi-cellular, tubular structure having a 
longitudinal axrsL the stent comprising a multiplicity of circumferential sets of strut 
members, each set\f strut members being longitudinally separated each fi-om the other, 
each set of strut manbers being connected to adjacent sets of strut members by 
longitudinal connecting links and each set of strut members forming a closed, ring-like 
cylindrical portion of the strat, each set of strut members consisting of a multiplicity of 
connected curved sections and diagonal sections, each curved section having two ends
